He filed a petition Thursday 
with the City Council calling on it 
to ask the mayor to halt any 
further spending on the parks

Dugas said it is not. his intent 
to stop reconstruction of Wahco- 
nah Park or to block all other 
park projects. But he said he 
thinks that priorities should be 
studied and some of the money 
redistributed to more pressing 
purposes and to help hold down 
| taxes. 

Two. different programs and 
three funding sources are |in- 
volved in the recreational pro- 
| grams. None of the money is 
being raise through Pittsfield 
_ tax money. 

One is ‘former Mayor Evan S. 
| Dobelle’s park plan, already ap- 
| proved by the Council and being 

| put in motion by the Park De- 
partment, to improve parks in

create several new neighbor- 
| hood parks. 

The price tag on that program 
is $495,000 in federal revenue- 
sharing funds, plus $80,000 from 
| the city’s overlay account. 

The other is the Wahconah 
Park stadium project, which is 
being funded under the federal 
| community development act. 











~ | Last year $250,000 was spent 


on the stadium and playing sur- 
‘face. Another $250,000 is pro- 
posed to be spent this year to 
‘complete the work plus $175,000 
to replace the old lighting for 
night games. 


, While proposing that $175,000 
‘budget increase for lighting, the 
Pittsfield Redevelopment Au- 
‘thority has recommended a cut 
‘in funding for social agencies 
‘under the community devel- 
| opment act. This change would 
‘reduce the budget for that pur- 
ee from $115,000 in this fiscal 
year to $50,000 next fiscal year.

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‘Council OK’s park lights, 
cuts funds

Wahconah Park stadium light- 
ing, at an estimated $175,000 
cost, won City Council approval 
last night but. that governing 
body reduced by $90,000 funds 
for housing rehabilitation loans 
for people in the city’s core. 

Both the cost of. installing 
night-game lighting at the sta- 
dium and of rehabilitating 


homes in Morningside, the West 


Side and the Fenn Street area 
are being borne by the federal 
government under the Commu- 
nity Development Act. 

The. allocation of $175,000 for 
lighting brings the cost of im- 
proving the stadium’s playing 
field to $675,000. And the Council 


_ indicated that the overall cost 


might climb to almost $750,000 
by the time the flooding situ- 
ation in the parking lot is cor- 
rected — although it hopes the 


overall cost will be less. 


P. Patrick McKernan, former 
owner of a minor league team 
that played at Wahconah Park, 
cautioned the Council not to ex- 
pect a stadium that looks spank- 
ing new. : 

Funds that had once bee 
planned for painting, land- 
scaping and sprucing up the fa- 
cility have long since been 
abandoned because of the high 
cost of improving the field. it- 
self. 

‘It’s going to be Wahconah 
Park as you know it now — only 
with nice pretty green grass,” 
McKernan said. “‘It’s not going 
to be Shea Stadium.”

Kurt Mohr, the Pittsfield Re- 
development Authority’s con- 
sultant, said the $90,000 reduc- 
tion would cut into that pro- 
gram which has been the 
mainstay of the PRA’s neigh- 
borhood rehabilitation effort.

Mayor Paul E. Brindle III announced 
today he is abolishing 42 positions in the 
city government. 

His unprecedented austerity move will 
reduce by 6.2 per cent the present mu- 
nicipal work force of 678 people and cut 
an estimated $500,000 from the upcoming 
budget. 

The action will result in the layoffs of 
15 or 16 persons, Brindle said. Several 
others will retain their jobs by ‘“‘bump- 
ing’? down into lower-paying positions. 
And about half the jobs being eliminated 
July 1 are positions in the Public Works 
Department that have been budgeted 
over the years but never filled. 

“It isn’t something that comes easy,’ 
Brindle said of his decision. ‘Nobody 
likes this.”’ 

But he said it was something that had 
to be done to hold the line on municipal 
spending. The reduction is being accom- 


_ plished without hindering delivery of city 


services because Pittsfield now has too 
many employes, according to the mayor. 

“It got to the point where we've got 
ery tripping over each other,”’ ‘Brindle 
said. 

At the same time, the School Com- 
mittee, which Brindle heads, is moving 
toward a significant reduction of its staff 
of 1,380. Current plans are to eliminate 
39.5 jobs through layoffs and attrition. 

Among that number are 18 classroom 
teachers. Some of them may be rehired

if they can fill other vacancies that crop 
up. 

Government employment at the local 
level has been growing steadily over the 
years, and observers, say this is the first 
serious attempt to reverse that upward 


trend. 


Not even during the Depression was 
such a move made here. 

“We had some payless paydays in the 
Depression but no layoffs that I can re- 
member,’’ says Harold T. Goggins, the 
retired county register of deeds, who 
was city clerk at the time. 


* * * * 


Brindle was elected in a special elec- 
tion in February on an austerity plat- 
form. As acting mayor during the cam- 
paign he had made a number of moves 
that dramatized his intent. Those includ- 
ed taking eight cars away from city 
workers and eliminating several jobs. 

Because these were minor, changes 
their significance was mainly symbolic. 
But the symbolism turned to hard fact 
today. City officials appeared to be caught 
off guard by the sweeping reduction. 


One former mayoral candidate said 
that the move would cause a temporary 
flap but would be highly popular with 
large numbers of voters and insure 
Brindle’s re-election in November. 

Brindle said the step was not political. 

Twenty-five of the jobs being elimi- 
nated are in Public Works. Brindle said 
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these cuts will cause six persons to be | 
laid off. The other 19 positions, he said, | 
are ones that the city government has | 
been budgeting money to pay for but | 


which have gone unfilled.

City Auditor Nicholas J. Sarro 
said today that the Brindle ad- 
ministration is not cutting jobs 
“haphazardly” but took the step 
only after careful examination 
of the city’s staffing. 

‘We started a concept of zero 
budgeting,”’ Sarro said. ‘‘We re- 
quired department heads to jus- 
tify everything.”’ 

Mayor Paul E. Brindle III 
yesterday announced that he 
was abolishing 42 positions in 
city government — a 6 per cent 
reduction. 

This, he said, would involve 
the layoffs of 15 or 16 people. 
But other city officials today in- 
dicated that the number ac- 
tually laid off would be substan- 
tially lower than that figure. 
Some estimates placed the im- 
-pact in the seven to 10 range. 

Nevertheless, they said, 42 
jobs are being abolished. In 
some cases they will not result 
in layoffs because the cut per- 
sonnel had not been. hired yet. 
‘In others, the officials. said, the 
‘people whose jobs are abolished 
will be able to drop down to 
lower paying jobs by a bumping 
process. Those bumped will be 
able to fill existing vacancies, in 
many cases, they explained. 


Smith concerned 


Council President. Charles L. 
Smith today expressed concern 
about ‘‘10 per cent’’ of the jobs 
abolished because he thought 
they would hurt veteran em- 
ployes being pushed down into 
lower-paying jobs. 

“With a little more study I 

_ think we could have avoided 
that,’’ Smith said. “‘I don’t think 

Icould have been _ insensitive 
enough to go that far.”’ 

' Brindle’s action is unilateral. 
It is not subject to approval of 
the City Council. The only way 
he could be forced to change his 
reductions would be through 

Civil Service. 

Workers whose jobs are being 

abolished have the right of ap- 
~ peal to Civil Service. 

But if they decide to appeal, 
Asst. City Solicitor Thomas 
Sherman said, they cannot ex- 
ercise their right to bump. If 
they lost the appeal they would 
then be without a job. 


Meanwhile, Public | Works 


Commissioner Gerald S. Doyle, , 


whose department was hit hard- 
est by Brindle’s austerity move, 
said. that he fears the city won’t 
be able to operate its improved 
sewer plant unless the mayor 
restores some people to his op- 
eration. 


Doyle said he will be talking 
to the mayor on that subject 
when Brindle returns from Bos- 
ton this afternoon. 

Brindle, Doyle said, elimi-

Denies padding 


Doyle contended that his de- 
partment’s payroll is not pad- 
ded with unfilled positions as 
the mayor said yesterday. What 
happens, he said, is that at any 
given time in a department as 
large as. his, there will be a 
number of unfilled positions be- 
cause Civil Service is slow in 
giving tests and certifying eli- 
gibility. 

Right now the number of va- 
cancies, due to that reason, he 
said is 14. 

None of his. workers are 
scheduled to be laid off, he said. 
Brindle. stated yesterday that 
six of Doyle’s people would be 
laid off. Doyle said there appar- 
ently had been :a misunder- 
standing. 

Another official today con- 
tended that there would be no 
layoffs in the Park Department.

But Ford appears to agree 
with Mayor Paul E. Brindle 
III’s judgment that the post of 
traffic foreman makes the small 
department top heavy with su- 
pervisory personnel.

It is dedicated to no one in particular, but John C. Curletti. 
a city parks and recreation commissioner who spoke, sug- 
gested that it be dedicated to ‘‘past, present and future fish- 
ermen at Onota Lake.”’ By their clapping, the 25 or so others 





at the ceremony seemed to agree. 

Franklin H. Controy, Conservation Commission chairman. 
said the initial push for the pier came six years ago, when 
the late Howard E. Robinson Sr., an executive board member 
of IUE Local 255, “‘got the petition rolling’? at General Elec- 
tric to get a pier built.

Pittsfield contractor Del P. 
Virgilio is the apparent low bid- 
der for the first phase of con- 
struction at the city-owned Bur- 
gner Farm property off outer 
Williams Street. The property 
has been officially named Sack- 
ett Brook Park by the Board of 
Park Commissioners. 

Virgilio’s bid of $138,895 was 
the lowest’ of three opened 
Monday by the city Board of 
Park Commissioners: at City 
Hall. It is a little more than 
$6,000 under the $145,100 budg- 
eted for the construction work. 

Other bids were submitted by 
Petricca Construction . Co. of 
Pittsfield, $227,280, and J.H.

Residents of Dillon Street. abutting 
city-owned Brattlebrook Park Monday 
night petitioned the Board of Park Com- 
missioners for a 50-foot buffer zone 
around the park, a zone that would be 
purchased by abutters from the city to 
protect property owners from vandalism, 
noise and things like stray baseballs. 

They included in their petition a 
request that the city build a chain-link 
fence around the park at least six feet 
high. 

The petition, submitted by Lawrence J. 
Carpenter of 47 Dillon St., was presented 
at a public hearing at City Hall. 


* * * * 


The hearing marked the latest round in 
the battle of Brattlebrook. It was fought 
in a sometimes -bitter, sometimes jovial 
atmosphere in which some 40 spectators 
occasionally argued among themselves 
while board members chatted together in 
the front of City Council chamber. All 
speakers were applauded in- 
discriminately, and softball was reported 
to be the fastest growing sport in the 
United States. | 

The hearing was designed to give park 
abutters an opportunity to explain an al- 
ternative plan for park development, but 
it was frequently sidetracked over what 
some people felt was a threat to the fast- 
est growing sport. 

‘“We’re not against softball,” one resi- 
dent, Melissa B. Cheever of 115 Birch 
Grove Drive, finally said. ‘‘We just don’t 
want softball fields until we get access. 
Other playgrounds have access. We 
don’t. That’s all.”’ 

The hearing was the second in two 
weeks on development of Brattlebrook, 
former Allessio farm whose 
approximately 150 acres are wedged 
between side streets off East, Elm and 


- Newell streets on the city’s east side. 


side. 
For a moment, it appeared there 
would be a replay of the July 5 hearing 


in which Commission Chairman Dr. Rob-. 


ert J. Kirvin restricted speakers to the 
issue of access. 

Monday night, he was ready to hold it 
to the other half of the abutters’ proposal 
— development — until members of the 


board said they might as well hear both 


issues. | 

The abutters’ spokesman, Norman W. 
Cheever of 115 Birch Grove, said the ‘ob- 
jective of the abutters is ‘“‘to balance the 
extent of park development with the de- 
gree of park access.” 
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Because’ abutters fear their streets 
would be opened into throughways. into 
and.out of the park, they want the com- 
mission to hold off development of facil- 
ities for spectator sports — like softball 
— until local, state and federal officials 
can obtain funding and clearance for a 
new entrance road that doesn’t traverse 
present residential streets. $ 
_ For example, they are proposing that 
the commission revise its five-year de- 
velopment plan so that installation of 
softball, soccer and baseball fields, and 
of lights for night games, be put off from 
the first year to the second or third 
years. 

In the first year, they suggest, the 


commission should “begin efforts on the 


field house, water and sewer, nature 


trails, two playgrounds, basketball courts 


and handball courts.” 

These facilities, Cheever and others 
explained, are conducive to participant 
sports more than spectator sports and 
wouldn’t -attract large crowds associated 
with the latter. 

But the recommended shift in the de- 
velopment timetable generated several 
of the evening’s sparks as persons asso- 
ciated with the softball sport rose to 
challenge the proposal. 

John C. Marchesi, director of recrea- 
tion for the Department of Parks and 
Recreation, said the city is facing a soft- 
ball crunch with too few ‘‘adequate’’ 
softball fields for the numbers of people 
who want to use them. 

“I venture to say,”’ he said, ‘that we 
have 5,000 people in the city playing or- 
ganized softball of one sort or another.” 

Asked afterward to put it in different 
terms, Marchesi said there’ are about 60 
softball teams of various descriptions in 
Pittsfield vying for use of only two ‘‘ade- 
quate’ fields.— Lakewood and Clapp 
Park. 

Softball squads use other fields, he 
said, “‘but lots of times. they use play- 
grounds and interfere with other kinds of 
recreation.’’ Involved in softball as com- 
missioner for the Massachusetts Ama- 
teur Softball Association, Marchesi said 
the sport is “‘the fastest growing one in 
the country, and I have figures to prove 
it.”

He was later followed by Frederick C. 
Valenti Jr. of 292 Newell St. who said he 
has lived across the street from Lake- 
wood field for many years ‘‘and I never 
complained.”’ All he had heard from the 
Brattlebrook abutters were ‘‘nothing but 
complaints,”’ he said. 

‘‘T want to see the park built and the 
sooner the better.” | 

Newell Street is frequently clogged 
with parked cars on evenings and week- 
end days when softball games are played 
at Lakewood. 

The hearing ended in a figurative fog 
because the park commissioners were 
unable to say what will happen next or 
when. |

Dr. Kirvin said the petition for sale of 


the buffer property to abutters will have | 


to be submitted to the city solicitor to 
determine if it can be done. And Park 
Supt. Vincent J. Hebert said because 
state and federal funds were used to buy 
Brattlebrook, those governments will 
have to approve the proposal as well. 

According to Carpenter, the buffer-pur- 
chase idea is one in which “everybody 
wins.”” The abutters own the buffer zone 
and maintain their property values and 
the city obtains tax revenue from the 
sold land, he said. 


* * * * 


‘We'll go over all these petitions,” 
said Dr. Kirvin after the hearing was 
closed, ‘“‘and we’ll give them consid- 
eration, but I can’t say when the solicitor 


will get back to us or how long we’ll 


take.”’ 


At one point, Hebert replied to a query 


about the commission’s and the depart- 
ment’s apparent shift in priorities at the 
park by saying tliat budget austerity has 
forced changes. 

When the Allen Organization of Ben- 
nington, Vt., drafted a use plan for the 
park in late 1968, “the estimate of cost 
was between $900,000 and $1.1 million,” 
Hebert said. ‘For our first year there, 
we've been allotted $90,000, so we 
couldn’t go along with the priorities sub: 
mitted in that plan.” 

Tempers appeared to flare at. one point 
when the hearing was addressed by 
Ward 3 Councilman Edward J. Renzi. 
who wants the park developed according 
to the present commission plan. 

There were several exchanges over 
comments by Renzi, atone point punc- 
tuated by cries of “‘out of order, out of 
order” when he \said that ‘because they 
are immigrant ‘people who migrated 
around Lakewood it doesn’t mean other 


people who pay more taxes should have: 


more parks.”’ 

Renzi finally settled into a safe avenue 
when he said he and several other city 
Officials are prepared to visit Gov. Du- 
kakis Aug. 18 on the issue of funding an 
access road. ‘‘I think I can get you that 
road,” he said.

Onota hearing 


The representatives of the 
state Department of Environ- 
mental Management at tonight’s 
public hearing on state acquisi- 
tion of Camp Onota probably 
will be the regional forest and 
park supervisor and a member 
of the state Board of Environ- 
mental Management, the de- 
partment commissioner said 
today. 

The regional supervisor, 
Douglas G. Poland of Becket, 
member, George 
S. Wislocki of Pittsfield, will be 
listeners and not speakers, said 
Richard H. Kendall. 

The hearing, tonight at 7:30 in 
City Hall, has stirred some con- 
troversy because it has been 
called by Councilman Peter G. 
Arlos in his Capacity as. chair- 
man of the Council’s Committee 
on Health and Welfare. 

The other two members of 
that committee, Councilmen Jo- 
seph W. Ryan Jr. and Angelo C. 
Stracuzzi, have said they plan 
not to take part in the hearing 
because, in their view. it is pre- 
mature and a publicity ploy by 
Arlos. 

Arlos is an avowed Opponent 
of state purchase of Camp On- 
ota, a 48-acre former private 
summer camp off West Street 
at the south end of Onota Lake. 


Shortsighted 


On Friday night, Arlos ac: 
cused Ryan and Stracuzzi_ of 
being shortsighted because, he 
said, two: officials of Kendall’s 
department were going to be 
present to hear the sentiments 
of the people. Arlos made It 
clear he believes the sentiment 
is against the purchase. 

He sent letters of invitation to 
the hearing to West Street resi- 
dents in the area of the camp 
property. 

Popular sentiment ‘will be a 
factor, but not the only one” in 
the state’s decision whether to 
acquire the property, said Ken- 
dall today in a telephone inter- 
view. Other factors would be 
the economic effect, either posi- 
tive or negative, on the city, 
and the benefits to recreation, 

Kendall said no decision on 
the purchase will be made until 
Thursday when the Board of 
Environmental Management 
meets in Boston. At that time. 
Kendall said, he will make a 
recommendation to the board. 
board. 

He declined to Say today what 
his recommendation will be, but 
did say he will notify Mayor 


Paul E. Brindle III ina letter of

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Brindle seeks halt to Brattle

Mayor Paul E. Brindle III is 
asking park officials to hold up 
on plans to develop Brattlebrook 
Park this summer. 


Brindle said he is asking that 
planning be halted for two rea- 
sons. The primary one, he said, 
is his contention that Camp On- 
ota should be the top priority, if 
a lease arrangement can be 
worked out with the state. 


The second reason, the mayor 
told reporters, is the objections 
of Brattlebrook neighbors to the 
plans for development there. 

Brindle met with about 30 


Brattlebrook Park neighbors 
last night at their invitation and 
called it a good session. 

The mayor said that he sym- 
pathizes with their concern that 
the fairly intensive development 
favored by the park officials 
will increase traffic in the 
neighborhood. And he indicated 
he agreed with their opposition 
to a road through the park that 
could be used as a shortcut for 
people trying to get to and from 
outer sections of the Southeast 
Quadrant. 

In another Brattlebrook mat- 
ter, 74 Maple Grove Drive resi- 
dents have signed a letter bit- 


terly protesting the Park Com- 
mission’s decision to make their 
street the main access route 
into the park from the south- 
eastern end of the city. 


Meeting today 


Brindle is meeting this after- 
noon with Park Commission 
Chairman Clifford J. Nilan and 
Parks Supt. Vincent J. Hebert. 
In addition to asking them to 
hold up development of the 
park, Brindle said, he will ask 
Hebert to prepare a- plan for 
city operation of Camp Onota. 

Some of the $90,000. ear- 
marked for Brattlebrook Park, 


he said, could be transferred to 
Camp Onota. This would have 
the. advantage of providing 
funds for that lakeshore proper- 
ty while scaling down the devel- 
opment at Brattlebrook to meet 
neighborhood objections. 

The state is currently consid- 
ering buying the 50-acre Camp 
Onota property and then leasing 
it to the city for $1 a year to be 
run as a park. 

Brindle said that he expects 
to present the Camp Onota plan 
that Hebert. comes up with to 
the City Council for its review 
before the state makes its deci- 
sion.

to stave off bulldozer threat

Because of three persistent young 
Pittsfield men, a bulldozer has been or- 
dered to make way for ducklings. 

Two mother ducks had made’ an un- 
fortunate choice of a nursery — a mar- 
shy area behind the Burbank Park park- 
ing lot being filled in by Petricca Con- 
struction Co. under a contract with the 
Department of Parks and Recreation. 
The area is off Lake Drive near Onota 
Lake. 

Michael Collins of 82 MacArthur St., 
James Martin of 23 Woodbine Ave. and 
Thomas O’Brien of 66 MacArthur St. had 
noticed the two ducks and what they said 
were ‘‘six or seven ducklings’ during 
their frequent walks through the nearby 
park. 

When they discovered that the bull- 
dozer was aimed right at the duck fami- 
liés and that the driver had orders to 
bulldoze the area that day, the trio em- 
barked on a crash duck-rescue effort. 

Collins said, ‘‘We went to see Hamilton 
(George Hamilton, head of the environ- 
mental science program at Berkshire 
Community College), but he was out. So 
| then we went to City Hall. The mayor 
was out of town.” %. 


The duck detail then tried the Con- 
servation Commission office. The secre- 
tary telephoned Chairman Franklin H. 
Controy, but, Collins said, ‘‘All he did 
was scream at me so loud that everyone 
in the room could hear.”’ 

Controy, apparently under the impres- 
sion that Collins wanted to complain 


about the parking lot improvement 
project itself, ‘‘kept telling me I should 
have gone to the hearings last year.”’ 

The Eagle office was the next stop, but 
a photographer was unable to flush any 
ducks out of the bushes in the heavy rain 
that had ended bulldozing operations for 
the day. 

Finally, Collins contacted the superin- 
tendent of Parks and Recreation, Vin- 
cent J. Hebert, who said that “if there 
are ducks there, we’ll take care of it.’’ 


When Hebert, accompanied by Spring- 
side Park zookeeper George Jenks, came 
to the spot this morning, he said, ‘I saw 
four young ducks on a little raised area 
in the middle of the swamp.”’ 

The bulldozer will be ordered to work 
around the area pending duck removal, 
Hebert said. ‘‘We’ll ask the Division of 
Fisheries and Wildlife if they have any 
way of moving them, but in a situation 
like this, we usually just try to work 
around them for a while. Then it takes 
care of itself.”’ 

If the nearness of the machinery 
should convince the adults to move their 
brood to a_ better neighborhood, he 
added, ‘‘There’s another marshy area 
within a short walking distance.”’

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‘I’m a different person to everyone’

Probation officer Cliff Nilan has three 
idols: Frank Sinatra, Bobby Kennedy, 
and his father, the late Roger Nilan. 

‘In some ways,” Cliff says, ‘‘I can 
identify with Sinatra. He has everything 
he has always wanted — a happy-go- 
lucky guy with a lot of friends, but some- 
times lonely.”’ 

Bobby Kennedy, he adds, was ‘‘a guy 
who was a different person to everyone. 
Nobody has the same opinion of him. 
With the friends I have, 1 am a different 
person to everyone.’ With Kennedy, ‘‘ev- 
erything was dedicated to other people.” 


The special admiration Cliff has for his 
father was because “‘he just loved 
people. He helped me to appreciate 
people for what they are,”’ out of which, 
Cliff says, he developed his whole philos- 
ophy of life.

Cliff has been assistant probation offi- 
cer in Berkshire Superior Court to Car- 
men Massimiano since March 1972. With 
a master’s degree in counseling pyscho- 
logy from St. Anselm’s College, Cliff 
picked probation because ‘‘the pay is 
good ($14,000-$16,000 a year), the court is 
good. I enjoy and don’t mind doing it. I 
love the people and the area,”’ he adds. 

‘For where Iam and wanted to be, I 
have one of the best jobs. Pittsfield is 
where I wanted to be,’’ says Cliff, a 29- 
year-old city native. He is divorced, and 
lives. on Second Street, in the same 
apartment building as his mother, Mrs. 
Rita Nilan, a nurse at Hillcrest Hospital. 

Cliff met the standard requirements of 
the office without difficulty. He is over 
24, a graduate of a four-year accredited 
college, and has had one year of a type 
of social service (teaching or a master’s 
degree). 

“My whole life has been friends. and 
people,’ says Cliff. He considers this his 
best qualification for the job. ‘‘I have an 
understanding about what life and people 
are about.”’ 


An ability to deal with a variety of pro- 


\ bationers is basic to the job. Counseling, 
“y supervision, referrals, recommendations 
N Ny y eurestiea en fill out the responsi- 


bilities. 

Cliff explains that there are three cate- 
gories to probation. -One is the juvenile 
district, which includes all of Berkshire 
County. The second is the Pittsfield Dis- 
trict Court, and the third is Superior 
Court, where Massimiano, Cliff, and 
CETA worker Michael Koperniak deal 
with the 170 cases now under consid- 
eration. 

‘‘What we do,”’ he says, “‘is more of a 
Specialized type of supervision.’’ A com- 
plete investigation into family back- 
ground, employment, medical and educa- 
tional history is made. 

“We compile all this data to help as- 
sist the judge. When a case appears, we 
make a recommendation” that either ad- 
vises. probation or transfer to a house of 
correction. 

Probation is rarely granted in cases of 


murder, arson, armed robbery, sale of 


drugs, rape, or any excess of a lesser” 


crime, Cliff explains. 

‘The first time in Superior Court, they 
(the defendants) usually end up on pro- 
bation unless it is a very serious offense. 
Sixty-five to 80 percent of first offenders 
end up with probation. Superior Court is 
the end of the road,’’ Cliff says, adding 
that ‘“‘a majority of judges will give you 
one break.”’ 

‘Some people are in and out of Dis- 
trict Court 10 to 15 times, getting proba- 
tion three to four times. In Superior 
Court, you get one shot. Very few first- 
time offenders come back.’ 

“They get up here and realize the de- 
cision may be the House of Correction or 
Walpole, and think, ‘I don’t want that,’ ”’ 
Cliff says. ‘‘It’s like throwing cold water 
on their face— wakes them right up.”’ 

Of course, he adds, “‘if they are real 
hardened, no matter. how much support, 
they are going to commit another crime 
and end up in jail again.”’ 

With a two- to three-time offender, 
“there is very little you can do except 
supervise him.” The repeater, he says, is 
often.a person 22 to 30 years old. 

For someone 18 to 20 years old, ‘‘we 
provide a little counseling for him, but 
the majority, of cases want to be left 
alone. We give as much support as they 


want...but they have to do it on their | 
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own. Half these guys need re- 
inforcement,”’ Cliff explains. 


Once the court grants probation, most 
cases are watched two to three years, 
‘depending on the seriousness of the 
crime and the amount of supervision 
they want or deserve. It all. depends on 
the circumstances. ”’ 


Probationers report to Cliff once a. 


month. He in turn makes home visits. 
Special cases require more attention, 
such as those involving drugs. > 

“The three of us are trying to help one 
individual that we feel has a lot of poten- 
tial,’’ Cliff says. “‘He is in here every 
day.’’ Five to 15 percent of the total case 
load is drug related. Supervision of these 
is flexible, depending on the needs and 
attitudes of the probationer. 

x a * a 

After the two- to three-year period, the 
probation officer working on a case re- 
fers to the chronology of the person’s be- 
havior and activities he has kept, and 
writes up a recommendation to the 
judge. Probation is either dismissed or 
extended with an order signed by the 
judge. He usually goes alongwith the ad- 
vice of the probation officer, Cliff adds. 


If supervision is extended, the pro- 


bationer has the right to defend the con- 
tinuance with a lawyer in a trial-like sit- 
uation. 

If it is discontinued, the person still 
has a criminal record, but he is left 
alone by law-enforcement officials. ‘‘We 
don’t go looking for trouble,’’ Cliff says. 


Cliff defines his role as an objective 
mediator ‘between the district attorney’s 
office and the defense attorney. 

When Superior Court is in session from 
October to November and April, through 
May, Cliff must be there often to assist 
the judge with background information. 
But as chief probation officer, Carmen 
Massimiano is in court most of the time. 
No recommendation is made until, all 
evidence is heard. If the defendant is 
found guilty, the district attorney, de- 
fense attorney and probation officer are 
all asked for their recommendations. 

Should a defendant be found innocent, 
the information is filed for possible fu- 
ture use.

When not in or on one of his two 
courts, Cliff chairs the Park Commis- 
sion.

I do 
feel you should vote on it, and be voted 
in by the majority of your colleagues.”’ 

His term with the group runs from 1976 
to 1981. As this year’s chairman, he su- 
pervises administration and helps de- 
termine park policy.

By prearrangement among 
the councilmen, the adjourn- 
ment came after the neighbors 
had presented their views and 
their councilman, Edward J.

Neighborhood leaders say 
they now realize they won. Nev- 
ertheless, recriminations, ap- 
parently bred of a summer of 
frustrations, continue to make 
the rounds. 

Not only have neighborhood 
leaders been attacking the 
Council for adjourning the hear- 
ing, councilmen have been at- 
tacking each other over the tac- 
tics. 


Ryan criticizes Smith 


At-large Councilman Joseph 
W. Ryan Jr. accused Council 
President Charles L. Smith yes- 
terday of “wanton disregard of 
our democratic principles’ by 
arranging the adjournment. 

After that Smith branded 
Ryan a “big baby”’ who is “‘run- 
ning scared’”’ after a term of 
non-accomplishment. 

‘““Tuesday’s public hearing on 
the development of Brattlebrook 
Park has proved to be another 
slap in the face of the neigh- 
bors,’’ said Norman W. Cheever 
Jr. yesterday. 

Cheever is running against 
Renzi in a candidacy that is a 
direct outgrowth of the neigh- 
borhood’s anger with Renzi on 
the park issue. 

Cheever and his campaign 
John .§. Kulpinski, 
both leaders in the fight against

- brook plan, talk of a summer of 


“harassment and chastisement’’ 


at the hands of the Park Com- | 


mission and Renzi. 

That sentiment was shared by 
many of the 20 speakers against 
the Park Department plan at 
Tuesday’s hearing attended by 
175 people — the overwhelming 
majority opposed to the plan. 

To some observers, the angry 
aftermath is surprising because 
it is the type of thing they would 
have expected if the neighbor- 
hood had been run over rough- 
shod. 

As the hearing abruptly end- 
ed, anger mounted as rumors 
quickly circulated that it had 
been closed by prearrangement 
between Smith, Renzi and other 
councilmen. 

There had been a_pre- 
arrangement. Smith, Renzi and 
Mayor Paul E. Brindle III had 
met during the day before the 
hearing. 

Smith said there were no ulte- 
rior motives. 

‘My purpose was to make 
sure Renzi stayed calmed 
down,’’ Smith said yesterday. “I 
didn’t want him badmouthing 
the neighbors like he did in a 
previous meeting — especially 
in a meeting that was going to

Cheever charged that the ar- 
rangement was a “campaign 
ploy” to protect Renzi and said 
that the tactic had left the 
neighborhood confused and frus- 
trated.

The City Council is going to demand 
modifications to the Brattlebrook Park 
development plan to make it acceptable 
to the neighborhood, Council President 
Charles L. Smith said last night follow- 
ing a 3% hour public hearing. 

If a compromise can’t be worked out 
to the satisfaction of the neighborhood or 
at a cost the city can afford, Smith said, 
the Council will undoubtedly kill the 
$90,000 project. 

At-large Councilman Philip J. Tully 
Jr., a candidate for mayor, appeared to 
express the majority Council sentiment 
after the hearing when he said: 

“There’s no way the City Council will 
pass this as proposed.”’ 

The hearing at South Junior High 
School was attended by 175 people and 
sentiment was heavily against the pro- 
posed first-year development plan. 

“We have compromised,” said Nor- 
man Cheever of 115 Birch Grove Drive. 
But he contended that the Park De- 
partment had refused to.

“We’re willing to allow our streets to 
be used for limited access for limited de- 
velopment,’’ said Cheever, a neighbor- 
hood spokesman who is running against 
Ward 3 Councilman Edward J. Renzi.

Another feature of the amended 


self-help program that should make |

alistic recognition of the fact that 
city-hall budgets have precious little 
left over these days, even for 
expenditures as worthy as parkland 
purchases. 


In the House, the bill has enjoyed 
the support of rural and suburban, 
as well as urban, legislators. Well it 
should, since. without an amendment 
of this kind it would not be long be- 
fore urban disenchantment with self- 
help would undercut the program's 
basic support in the Legislature and 
expose the subsidies to rural and 
suburban towns to the shears of the 
budget-trimmers.

A Glenwood Avenue resident has filed a petition with the 
City Council asking that the mayor and councilmen take vol- 
untary pay cuts to ease the city’s fiscal problems, and Mayor 
Brindle said he is willing — under conditions — to comply. 

Theodore E. Hatin Jr. of 11 Glenwood Ave. submitted the 
measure yesterday proposing that the mayor reduce his pay 
by 10 per cent and that the councilmen cut their salaries by 
20 per cent. 

The cuts would be ‘‘a symbolic gesture to the austerity pro- 
gram and will assure all city workers of their sincerity when 
they ask for equalization of sacrifice,’’ Hatin said. 

Mayor Brindle, asked for his reaction to the plan, offered a 
counterproposal.. 

“Sure I will — I’d be glad-to — so long as everyone else 
employed in city government agrees to the same thing,”

- Between the School Department and 
the municipal end of government, 75 full- 
time jobs and 19 part-time jobs were 
eliminated for the fiscal Year that began 
July 1. 

Of the total, 33 full-time and 18 part- 
time posts were chopped in an austerity 
drive by Mayor Paul E. Brindle III. And 
42 full-time jobs and one part-time posi- 
tion were trimmed by the School Com- 
mittee in economy moves largely in- 
itiated by Chairman Donald P. Sheran 
and member Basilio Henriques. 


Cutbacks in city employment have 
been unheard of here in the past. Not 
eyen during the Depression of the ’30s 
did the government lay workers off. 

But Brindle argued that it was time for 


J aggressive action because of spiralling 
\ city costs and taxes and high unemploy- 
\ ment in the area.

now reduced its wack force for the second 
time in two years, the reductions were 
made ‘possible by a_ declining school 
enrollment and a tighter grip on the 
financial reins by the School Committee. 

City Auditor Nicholas J. Sarro said 
that the mayor's austerity program sav- 
ed $525,677 in salaries and $88,810 in 
overtime for the current fiscal year. 

Leon L. Siegel, the assistant school su- 
perintendent for business management, 
said that the reductions by the School 
Committee had trimmed $374, oO in sala- 
ries.

Combined, that adds up to $899,677 in 


salaries. When the $88,810 in over- 
time is added, the figure climbs to 
$988,577. ; 

Political opponents of the mayor’s will 
be watching developments to see if he 
has to come in with special appropria- 
tions or transfers for overtime during the 
course of the year.

The reason for this discrepancy 
Brindle explained last spring, was that 
he discovered that historically some city 
departments had budgeted for more em- 
ployes than they actually had. This prac- 
tice was most prevelent in Public Works. 

Brindle said that the method had been 
used by a series of public works commis- 
sioners to give them a pool of funds to 
tap for special municipal projects and to 
cover costs that might run higher than 
estimates.

‘Wild Acres beavers 


are back in business

The beavers have returned to Wild 
Acres, Conservation Commission chair- 
man Franklin H. Controy complained 
last night. And, he added, “If these bea- 
ver experts know what to do about it 


without killing them, now is the time to . 


tell me.”’ 

Controy was referring to the public 
outcry last October that. followed the 
shooting of three beavers at the recrea- 
tion and wildlife area off South Mountain 
Road. : 
_ Those beavers had been chewing down 
trees and starting a dam across the 
spillway between the upper and lower 
pond at the park. 


At the time, Controy said he had hoped 
to trap and relocate the animals. But 
state Division of Fisheries and Wildlife 
officials told him, he said, that it was too 
late in the year for the beavers to estab- 
lish themselves in a new home. 

Now, he said, the new beavers have 
felled trees from 2 inches to 10 inches in 
diameter during the past two weeks. This 
time their activity is near the lower pond, 
the children’s fishing. area during the 
summer and the site of the annual Wild

Acres fishing derby. 

“It. must be a family of them,’ he 
said. “‘One couldn’t do all that damage.’’ 

But Controy said only one beaver has 
actually been sighted. The Conservation 
Commission’s secretary, Barbara Palm- 
er, described that animal as “‘a great big 
fellow, like a teddy bear:”’ 

Controy pointed out that it was again 
past the May-to-mid-September season in 
which beavers can be relocated and still 
have time to store food and build dens 
for the winter.

The beavers have built a house in the 
middle of the channel between the upper 
and lower ponds, he said. 

Last October’s shooting was done by a 
member of the commission’s advisory 
council under a special permit from the 
Fisheries and Wildlife Division in accor- 
dance with a state law that allows de- 
struction of animals that are damaging 
the property of those seeking the permit. 

Controy said he could not allow the 
beavers to continue gnawing down trees 
at Wild Acres, but added, ‘‘I don’t want 
to kill them. I don’t know what I’m going 
todo.”

’ The only good thing that can be 
said about the Pittsfield City Coun- 
cil’s. determination to waste $175,000 
of federal’money on lights at Wahco- 
nah Park is that other cities across 
the country are being even more 


-spendthrift with their community-de- 


velopment funds. 


‘ Take Davenport, lowa, for @x- 
ample. That city receives $925,000 
from Washington in: community-de- 
velopment funds. It intends to spend 
‘more than a third of the money — 
‘$337,000 — on tennis courts and park 
development in the most well-to-do 
section of the city. In the meantime, 
‘tthe housing needs of the city’s poor 
are going unmet. 


-. Unlike the poor in other cities 
where this kind of travesty occurs, 
Davenport’s are not taking it lying 
down. They went into federal court 
and charged that neither the city nor 
the Department of Housing and Ur- 
‘ban Development had paid sufficient 
“attention to the department’s own 
‘requirement that such funds be 
‘spent in such a way as to “sive 
maximum feasible priority” to the 
needs of poor and moderate-income 
‘families. 

It was a strong case and they won. 
The outcome was a consent decree 
-obliging. the city to spend more 
than one-third its annual allotment 
on projects that would directly ben- 
efit the low-income areas of Daven- 
port. Just to make sure the city does 
not renege in any way, the federal 
‘district court in Davenport is retain- 
‘ing jurisdiction over the agreement. 


Taking one’s own city into federal 
ourt. on a case like this is hardball 
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tactics, but hardball tactics are jus- 
tified when cities blithely ignore the 
unmet needs of their poor in dis- 
pensing federal money. President 
Nixon originally pushed community-

development block grants as a re- | 


placement for federal categorical- 
aid programs because the grants al- 
low local officials to spend the mon- 
ey where it is most needed in their 
own communities. In too many 
cases, like Pittsfield and Davenport, 
Mr. Nixon’s faith in the judgment of 
city fathers has been badly mis- 
placed. 

In fact, a report by the Brookings 
Institution released last weekend 
shows that Washington itself is dis- 
pensing the community-development 
funds in a way that shortchanges the 
areas of greatest need.

The situation is enough to shake 
anyone’s faith in government — at 
all levels.

often blow it on projects like Wahco- | 


nah’s lights or Davenport’s tennis 
courts. The entire program is up for 
review in Congress at the end of this 
month.

‘I designed them, I bought the lumber, 
and I built them,’’ he said as he pointed 
out details of the carpentry. ‘I’ve been 
working like a jackass seven days a 
week here.”’ 

The money for materials came from a 
fund for improvements to Conservation 
Commission property. In addition to Wild 
Acres, the commission owns tracts: of 
land spotted about the city. 

‘Tt was. all spent here this year,’ he 
said. 

The CETA workers at Wild Acres cut 
trails through the woods.beyond the pic- 
nic area, but Controy said he made the 
15 additional picnic tables himself: “Tf 
you ‘want something done right, you have 
to do it yourself.” 


And he clearly wanted everything done 
right. Each table and each pavilion panel 
is crafted as if Controy had made it for 
his own home. 

The softball fields, still under construc- 
tion, the panels and the new batch of ta- 
bles are the new touches, but he visited 
last year’s projects as well — a four-spi- 
got fish-cleaning station, footbridges, 
restrooms, a skater’s shelter and fire ring. 

At the fire ring, his housekeeper’s eye 
spotted a bench slightly awry, and he 
stopped to resettle it. ‘T can’t leave the 
place for five minutes,” he said. 

“Someday I hope we'll have skating 
out here. It takes a couple of men to 
pond, and I haven't been able 


to get the money from the mayor or city | 
council.” 

Controy’s passion for Wild Acres, 
owned by the commission but main- | 
tained by the Park Department, goes 
back to the days before it was given to | 
the Conservation Commission by the | 
Wild Acres Walton Sanctuary Inc., a pri- | 
vate group, in 1960. 

He was then a commission member, 
not chairman, but he bent his energies / 
from the first to push for city action te | 
develop what was then a wilderness area | 
into the present park. ; | 

Development was accomplished with a | 
grant of $265,475 from the Soil Con- | 
servation Service Resource Conservation | 
and Development program and $142,479 | 
from the city. Controy has done so much 
carpentry at Wild Acres, he said, be- | 
cause the $307,950 total was not enough }~ 
to supply the park with everything he | 
wanted it to have.

The work brought him two awards. 
Both are deep-toned wood shields, cen- 
tered with brass plaques. One is a man- 
of-the-year award for 1974 from the Re- 
source Conservation and Development | 
Project Council. The second is the 1973 | 
conservation award for Southern New | 
England from the Goodyear Tire Co. | 

A patch embroidered with “Goodyear 
Tire conservation award” is also sewn to | 
the front of his beige windbreaker. 

As he tucked the plaques back among | 
the papers — “usually they hang in my | 
har” — he observed, ‘When people walk | 
up and tell you what a good job you did, | 
that’s your payment.”

The Mt. Greylock Regional

Skimeister winners were Hans 
Copeland of the Mt. Greylock 
boys’ team and Sue Voll, repre- 
senting the Wahconah Regional 
girls. 

The Taconic boys’ team got a 
good start Friday, finishing first 
in the team standings for both 
the slalom and giant slalom in 
the Alpine competition held at 
Brodie. Mt. Greylock, however; 
which finished second in the 
overall competition, picked up 
ground in the cross-country, a 
portion of the meet the 
Mounties figured to dominate. 
Greylock’s cross-country score, 
however, was not as strong as 
many expected, and when Ta- 
conic won the jumping title, the 
Braves wrapped up the overall 
crown. 

Greylock’s showing in the 
cross-country competition was 
hurt by the fact that meet rules 
allow only eight skiers to com- 
pete from each team; and while 
the. Williamstown school has a 
very strong regular-season 
cross-country team, the 
Mounties had to go with other 
Skiers for the most part in order 
to be strong in the other events. 
“We were only able to use our 
top two men in the cross-co 
try,’ Mountie coach John Lan 
commented.

Dorothy M. Crane, who is the 
School Committee’s delegate to 
the MASC, and Paul H. Wagner, 
the alternate, said it is open to 
speculation whether the princi- 
pals’ association will accede to 
the school board organization’s 
proposal. 

But they and others appear to 
feel that a vote from the state- 
wide MASC will carry weight 
with the principals’ group.

Yerrick in mound win; 
Rabideau belts another homer

WORCESTER — A steady 
pitching performance by Kevin 
Yerrick, two clutch hits by John 
LeBeau and another towering 
three-run home run by Rick Ra- 
bideau gave the Pittsfield South 
all-stars a 5-3 win over Wilming- 
ton here Saturday, and enabled 
the Pittsfield team to win the 
state Little League champion- 
ship for the second consecutive 
season. 

South, which won last year’s 
State crown when the tourna- 
ment was held at Danvers, will 
now advance to the Northeast 
Regional tournament, a 12-team 
clash, which will get under way 
Monday, Aug. 15, at Newburgh, 
N.Y. South, however, has a 
first-round bye and won’t play 
until Aug. 16. 

The triumph by South also cli- 
maxed the second state crown 
for this city in a little more 
than a week. The Pittsfield Na- 
tional Babe Ruth all-stars won 
their state championship 10 days 
ago, and are currently playing 
in the New England tourney at 
Stamford, Conn. 

The South team breezed into 
the state finals, beating six Op- 
ponents by the combined score 
of 71-2. Saturday, the local all- 
Stars took a different route to 
victory, but still came from be- 

ind and captured the title. 

“I like those 140 games a 
little better,’ said South man- 
ager Jack Brennan afterwards. 
“But I told the players, that 
when you come from behind to 
win, you really prove your- 
selves.”’ 

The South stars trailed 3-1 go- 


| ing into the last half of the third 


inning Saturday, but Radibeau, 
who had pitched a no-hitter in 
Friday’s semifinals, blasted a 
three-run homer far over the 
fence in left center field to give 
the Pittsfield team a 4-3 advan- 
tage.
